The Missouri Brunswicker admits that 
the laboring people of St. Louis should have 
some place where they can have recreation 
on.Sundays, apd it is liberal enough to say 
that they should be permitted to spend that 
day in the parks upon which St. Louis has 
spent millions ‘‘under the sanction of a Dem- 
ocratic administration.”’ But the Brunswick- 
er insists that no one knowing the Democ- 
racy of Missouri can expect that any beer 
drinking contrary to law will be tolerated 
in connection with such Sunday recreations, 
and sooner than have it the people of Mis- 
souri, it says, ‘‘will, as a-last resort, adopt 
Prohibition.” 

So far asour public parks are concerned, 
the largest and best of them are so far off 
that they are visited chiefly by people who 
keep their own vehicles or are abie to hire 
carriages. The small parks accessible by 
street car will not begin to hold the laboring 
population of St. Louis, and any person tak- 
ing anything to eat or drink into these parks 
is liable to arrest. Neither is any music per- 
mitted therein on Sunday, and the conse- 
quence is that the beer gardens, where music 
and beer are furnished contrary te law, are 
more thronged on Sundays than the public 
parks. Why should the quiet householders 
of St. Louis who visit these places on Sun- 
day with their wives and children be de- 
prived of this recreation? If the dram 
shops are kept open night and day, six days 
in the week, for the accommodation of rich 
idlers, or loafers, drunkards and gamblers, 
why should the beer gardens be closed 
against the families of a large, orderly, moral 
and worthy class, who are too industrious to 
frequent saloons during the week, and whose 
only dissipation is a mild glass of beer 
served with music on Sunday? What will it 
profit the State of Missouri or the cause of 
order and morality to make the Sunday law 
an annoyance and privation to thése people 
mainly, putting them in strait-jackets on 
their only holiday, dooming them to spend 
the day yawning and fighting flies at home, 
or listening to the weary and exasperating 
“chip, chip,” of the park sparrows? 

“No one can claimitis necessary for the 
good of the community to have beer sold on 
Sunday.” says the Brunswicker. But the 
faci is that a great many thousand people in 
St. Louis do claim that it is necessary for 
their good to have beer sold on Sunday. 
Unlike truly rural whisky, beer of the kind 
our sober people like cannot be bottled and 
taken home on Saturday night for Sunday 
use. It must be drawn fresb from a barrel 
packed in ice. The Democratic party has 
permitted both whisky and beer to be sold 
on Sunday contrary to law throughout the 
entire period of Democratic rule in Mis- 
sourl. The threat that it will now impose 
absolute and perpetual Prohibition unless 
the beer-gardens are closed on Sunday, does 
not scare anybody. If Missouri wants Pro- 
hibition she will haveit, Sunday or no Sun- 
day, and city people can ." along about as 
wellunder Prohibition as country people.

REFERRING to the bad feeling which has 
been generated in some sections of interior 
Missouri against St. Louis, the Sedalia Dem- 


ocrat says: 2 

The people of the interior are not threatening 
anybody ; they prefer to deal with St, Louls; they 
want to be encétraged in their desire to let Chi- 
cago alone. It is the merchants of St. Louis who 
are showing an utter indifference as to the direc- 
tion of Missouri’s trade. Prominent Chicago mer- 
chants are as common visitors to Sedalia as mos- 
quitoes, but a prominent St. Louisan is as un- 
known here asa white elephant. The trouble 
with St. Louis is that it has always pursued a dic- 
tatorial policy toward the interior; it has said to 
Missouri, ‘You can buy or let it alone;’ it has told 
the shippers, ‘You must submit to having your 
grain stolen and undergraded, or ship elsewhere ;’ it 
has told the country merchants, ‘We have no 
special inducements to make you buy of us, for 
we are not particularly anxious about your trade.’ 
At the same time the Chicago merchant slips into 
Missouri, furnishes reduced rates of freight and 
passage to Chicago and return, and makes a creat 
hullabaloo of hig enterprise. The Missouri peo- 
ple admire energy, enterprise, «hospitality and 
pluck. They find it in Chicago; they don’t find it 
in St. Louis. That's the sum and substauce of 
the whole matter.

As to Postal Reculations. 
St; Louis, August 19, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Please give us your opinion on a question of 
United States postal law, which. must be of gen- 
eral import to many of your readers: Suppose a 
lawyer or any other qualified person has for col- 
lection an account, bond, eic., on which he may 
haye made a remittance, but holds the balance in 
his hands without accounting for it; lf pushed to 
extremes by a suit it is admitted that he may 
claim that balance as an extra fee, and thus es- 
cape punishment. Now, have you a right,o ad- 
dress him By mail (in a closed letter or per posta] 
ecard, in red ink, to make it more conspicuous), 
and charge him with being a defauiter, threaten- 
ing him with prosecution and the penitentiary? 
In other words, can you forward by mail any let- 
ter of such a character, and if not what are the 
consequences if you do? R. 

{The prohibition relative to mailing applies 
to envelopes and postal cards ‘upon which inde- 
cent, lewd, obscene or lascivious delineations, 
epithets, terms or language may be written or 
printed. When any one is, or expects to be, an- 
noyed by postal cards sent from any particular 
place, or from any known person, he may direct 
the postmaster at the point named to destroy all 
postal cards addressed to him,and the post- 
master, after sufficient examination, should com- 
ply with the request. The same request may be 
made of the receiving postmaster. The postal 
department can not undertake to hold people re- 
sponsible for what is comtained in a ciosed letter, 
but if the facts come to the knowledge of the 
Government that its mails are used for the trans- 
mission of obscene, vulgar or disreputable mat- 
ter, a prosecution will foliow.—Epb. P.-D.]

THE NEW HOME-MADE OPERA. 

The success of “Manette” at the Pickwick, last 
night, was due almost entirely to ibe music. This 
statement, however, is not meant to refiect upon 
the librettist, for the performers gave the libretto 
very little show. They were not up in their 
parts. and, indeed, seemed to bestow more 
thought and elaboration upon gags and local in- 
terpolations of theirown than upon their inter- 
pretation of the literary and dramatic features of 
the work. . 

It was the first performance of Mrs. H. D. Pitt- 
man’s opera for which Mr. Alfred § 4G. 
Robyn had furnished the musical score. 
The audience, which was quite fashionable, 
filled the beautiful little theater to the doors, and 
there was manifest in the assemblage a imost 
friendly disposition to enthusiasm whenever and 
wherever the perfoimanee at al] warranted such 


a demonstration. 

Notwithstanding the overwhelming friendliness 
that displayed itself in arather rash and ridicu- 
lous way at the end of the first act by a whole- 
sale indorsement by Alpna Council, L, of H., of 
the opera of which the indorsers yet knew very 
little, the work met with genuine favor on its 
merits and left a very pleasant Impression of the 
abilities of its author, 

And this. too, m the face of all the ‘drawbacks 
that attend a first night representation, and with- 
out the aid of extraordinary scenic or other ac- 
cessaries, without havudsome chorus girls in 
throbbing pink limbs, and it might be said, al- 
most without the usual vocal assistance, that 
comes from the female end of the chorus. 

The story of “Manette” is an entertaining ad- 
mixture of Pinaforic love incidents, with some of 
the tragic-cumical features of Shakspeare’s * Ro- 
meoand Juliet.” 

A wine merchant’s daughter, bearing the same 
naine as the opera, is prumuised by her mercenary 
daddy in inarriage to a rheumatic oid Marquis. 
She loves a young German officer. and by means 
ofa sleeping potion, which beth lovers take in 
one, two time, underthe impression that it wil! 
briug them an eternal nepenthe, the crowning in- 
cident of the piece is reached, 2nd amid a joyful 
chorus and the music of the villxge band, the ai- 
fectionate young couple are married, and there- 
after live happily, as is the case in all the dramas, 
eomic Operas and tender heart-stories ever wrilt- 


ten. 

Miss Letitia L. Fritch sang the title role, 
doing her work well, both in the matter 
of singing and acting. She dressed the part very 
handsomely aud looked as charming as a new 
pou from which the Ureezes have not yet Kissed 
ts glossy.velvet. In her solos and assisted parts 
she made itat once apparent that she was pos- 
sessed of the power, sweetness apd flexivility of 
tone necessary toa complete and satisfactory 
rendition of the most difficult music. She was 
heartily applauded, and her singing of the solo, 
“Love, Joyous Love,” in the second act, Was so 
beautilul that the audience demanded a third repe- 
tition of it. 

This is one of the prettiest nnmbers in the 

opera. and like alltne music is spirited andina 
decidedly original vein. The waltz movement 
pervades the composition and the listener floats 
along in it in a manner that is not only agreeable 
but almost i pty re Soe 
Charles F. Lapg loolied handsome, as usual, in 
the uuifurm of the affeciionate Prussian Lieuten- 
ant. and while superbly dealing with the musical 
features of his task, cave an interesting exposition 
of its dramatic qualities. His impersonation was 
as a Whole clever and artistic, and there was gen- 
erons anplanse for the déserving points in his 
performance. 
Miss Neilie Page, who appeared as Amelia, the 
tmaid-servant, gave a quiet but effective coloring 
to her work. She sang and acted with considera- 
bie animation and in her own efforts, and in the 
duet wifh Amand, the valet, coutriouted largely 
to the success which attended the singing of tbat 
preity number. 

Miss Diard, as Marie, won some atteution for 
her modest but meritorious achievements, her 
solos n the first and third acts were warmly re- 
ceived. 

Gus Thomas, in the role of the parential wine 
merchant.made a great deal of fun,and by getting 
off some timely local hits caused‘not a little immod- 
erate laugliter atthe expense of the individuals 
involved imhis witticisms. 

W. B. Smith’s make-up as the Marquis was very 
fine and his presentation of the dificult role was 
in perfect Keeping with the care apd attention 
bestowed upon his costume. He sang accepta- 
bly, his introductory number in tne first act being 
particulariy well rendered, 

Mr. Handel was the least bit too funny as 
Armand, but he pleased the house and himself, 
and Mr. smith did 80 Wellin the conspiracy duet 
that the audience re-demanded it about a half 
dvuzen times. 

The orcbestral support was first-class, and the 
entire entertainment, notwithstanding an ama- 
teur sort of flavor that surrounded it, gave con- 
siderable pleasure to everybody present. 

The periormance did not begin until 8:30, and 
was not over until midnight. The work is too 
long in its present shape, aud a great deal of cull- 
ing and pruning w.li have to be done to squeeze it 
into a two hour and a halt entertainment, 

Mr. Rolyn, the composer, was called before the 
curtain at the end of the first act. He is a quiet 
young man, not more than 24 years of age, and ai- 
though this Is his first extensive effort he bas long 
since distinguished himself in the local niusica) 
field. 


He has given “Manette” some sweet melodies, 
and if they are not “catchy” enough to become 
popular, they at least abound in. the true art idea, 
and are masterly and tull of the highest merit. 

Mrs. Pitiman was, by a resolution, presented by 
Mr. aly never oe during the evening, adupted 
by Alpha Council as a daughter of the Legion.

SNOWSHOE THOMPSON, 


How He Killed a Grizzly Bear with a 
Shoelanee, 
From the San Fraucisco Call. 

The fourteen-feet-long snowshoes © of 
“Snowshoe ‘Thompsou’’ will be sent to the 
Louisvilie exhibition. by H. J. MeKusick, 
superintendent of the Railway Mail Service 
on the Pacific coast. ‘be shoes are those 
built for ‘Lhompson, who was a mail carrier 
on various Sierra Nevada routes for many 
years, and who died only a few vears ago. 
if a history of a few of the startling advent- 
ures encountered by Thompson couid be 
sent along with the shoes, they would indeed 
be an interesting exhibit. For many years 
‘Thompson carried mall over the route from 
Piacerville to Virginia City, crossing the 
Sierra Nevadaon the way. Ata point just 
south of Lake Tahve, on the shores of 
Failen Leai Lake, Lhompson had a little 
cabin of his own ior use in case he any time 
failed to make Yank’s Siation, on Lake 
‘Tahoe, on the Western trip, as that was the 
longest and hardest day’s snowshoeing he 
had, and it meant death to be overtaken by 
darkness or a storm Without sheiter. Each 
year the last stage torun over the road in 
the fail would leave sume bacon, fthouur and 
whisky at this cabin, s0 that in an ewer- 
geucy Thompsen would be provided for. It 
happened that ove winter, during a storm of 
snow se thick that Fhompson’s progress was 


any further than the cabin, on accuunt o1 
the sudden and impenetrable darkness whici 
overtook him just at that point When 
Thoupson had entered the cabin and started 
a fire, he was amazed to find the bacon gone 
and the flour trampled and scatiered over 
taé floor, the work evidently of a bear, whieh 
fiad broken ip the dour, incited to that rash 
act, no duubt, by the odor of bacon. The 
whisky was stili there, and ‘Lhompson cou- 
cluded that a few hot giasses of that would 
satisfy him for the night, and after several 
Well-imixed glasses he roiled up ia his 
biankets and went to sleep with bis feet to 
the log fire.

Some of the Strange Things Seen by an 
Eastern Traveler. 
From the Monongahela Republican. 

Since 1 came into Coloradal have played 
at snow-bdall with John Sutmanon the last 
day of July. I have seen ladies scrape away 
the snow and pick flowers fromm the ground 
under the snow, and I have seen red-ripe 
strawberries picked from green bushes after 
kicking off a Poot of snow from over them. 
This at Alpine Pass. 

I have seen men on horseback along the 
railroad tracks, where we have inen afoot, as 
track-walkers; have seen these men draw out 
a red flag and ride back at dare-devil gallop 
over the ties to flag a train,

RICH VS. POOR. 


How the Law is Administered in Wales 
—A Scandalous Outrage. 
From the London Tr uth, 

A most scandalous miscarriage of justice 
took place last week at Brecon, and is fully 
reported in the South Wales Daily News. 
An old man uf the name of Morgan went to 
call upon his landlords, ‘Thomas and. John 
Harris, both of them apparently magistrates. 
Phey gave the vld man whisky, and his con- 
dition is thus described by a medical man, 
after his visit to them: 

“I saw the prosecutor. His hair was cut 
close. [found two or three scars on the 
bavk of his right hands They were appar- 
ently procueed by burning. 4 then examined 
his lett thigh. On the back of the hip tnere 
were wounds fouranda half to five inches 
in length, and covered by a scab about haif 
an inch wide. I believe they were inflicted 
by buruing. I then examined the front of 
his thigh, and saw three wounds on each 
thigh, covered by a scab, varying from an 
inch to half an inch in length. These wounds 
were also caused by burning. (He then de- 
scribed other injuries, which were of sucha 
nature as to be unfit for publication.) The 
wounds [ saw could be produced by an or- 
dinary poker. He was under my care for 
four months.” 

Mr. Justice Field, in summing up, asked 
the Jury (@ special one) ‘to dismiss from 
their minds with scorn the fact that these 
young men were landlords aud were highly 
connected. Arich man must, if he broke 
the law, suffer the same as any other one.” 
Not so, however, thought the special jury, 
for they were unable to agree and were dis- 
charged. 

Reterring to this case next day. Mr. Justice 
Field said: “There was a case tried yester- 
day, which, to my intense astonishment, re- 
suited in the jury not being able to agree. I 
kay hothing of the revolting cruelty. How 
men can De found to ilitreat an old man in 
that manner passes my comprehension, and 
why. tne jury could not agree upon the mat- 
ter still more passes my compreheasion. But 
itis their aifa.r, not mine. I hope they are 
satisfied they did their duty.” 

Why, indeed! How many of the brother 
magistrates of the Harrises were on this 
scandalous jury? ‘These rutfians are to be 
tried again, and seeing how strong their local 
intluence isin Breconshire, I would suggest 
thac the trial should take place in sume other 
locality, Where there is achance of empaneil- 
ing au honest jury. In South Wales it would 
seein that there is one law forthe rich and 
another for the poor; for 1 observe that at 
tiese same assizes Wiliiam Davis, laborer.on 
being indicted for wounding John Martin, 
was found guilty and sentenced to nine 
months’ hard jabor.

The Ce cilian Society. 

The American Czcilian Society meets to-mor- 
row at Cleveland, Ohio,and will remain in conven- 
tion three days. The society has about 100 mem- 
bers in St. Louis, consisting of the priests, organ- 
ists and choirs of Sts. Peter and Paul, Liborius 
and Holy Trinity Churches. An effort was made 
by the local society about a year ago to induce the 
principal Catholic churches of this cky to adopt 


the Ceecilian method of singing, which 1s after the 
manner of the Gregorian chants. The three 
churches named were the only ones that 
adopted the method, anda .the society 
has awindied« down to the actual 
singers, instrumentalists and directors of those 
churehes. A *P.-D. reporter this morning in- 
terviewed some of the gentlemen who were most 
prominent in the organization of the,society here, 
notably Dr. F. L. Stuever of ©1328 North Ninth 
street, and Rev. Fred. Brinkhoff of No. 1106 Mal- 
linckrodt street, but neither of the gentlemen 
coula give any information concerning the con- 
vention. The New York Echols a strong advo- 
cate of Czcilian music, and from its columns it is 
learned that the convention will not be composed 
of regular delegates but of persons who are anx- 
ious to substitute the Czecilian for the florid music 
generally sung in Catholic Churches.

The Lilinois Game Law. 
Several of our readers on the other side of the 
river have requested us to publish the [linois 
game law. Here it is in full: 


SECTION 1. That it shall be unlawful to hunt or 
pursue, kill or entrap, net or eusnare, or other- 
wise destroy any wiid buck, doe or fawn, of wild 
turkey, between the 15th day of January and the 
ist day of September of each year, or any pinnat- 
ed grouse or prairie chicken between the ist day 
of December and the 15th day of Aueust of the 
succeeding year, or any quail or ruffled grouse be- 
tween the ist day of January and the ist day of 
October of each and everv year,or any wild goose, 
duck or brant, or other water fowi, between the 
ist day of May and the 15th day of August. . 6 
* or any woodcock between the ist day of Japu- 
ary and the 4th day of July, 

Sec. 2. It shall ve unlawful to buy, sell or have 
in possession any of the animals or wild fowls or 
birds mentioned in section 1 of this act at any 
time when the trapping, netting or ensnaring of 
such animals, wild fowls or birds shall be unlaw- 
ful, which shall have been entrapped, netted or 
ensnared contrary to the provisions of this act. * 
* * 


SEc.3. It is unlawful to kill any song or insectiv- 
orous bird. * * * 

Sec. 6. No person shall sell, expose for sale or 
have in possession for the purpose of selling or 
pong 29 Tay for sale, any of the animals, wild fowls 
or birds mentioned in Section 1 of this act after 
the expiration of five days next succeeding the 
first day of the period in which it shall be unlaw- 
ful ~ — trap or ensnare such animals, wild fowls 
or birds,
